Ask a village liquor commis- 
sioner in Lake County to talk 
about alcohol license distribu- 
tion, and you will no doubt heai- 
the words "privilege" and "re- 
sponsibility" mentioned in re- 
sponse. 

There is a mountain of mles 
and regulations that all liquor 
vendors must follow. Before any 
alcohol license is distributed, it 
must be approved by a liquor 
commissioner, who is often- 
times also a village's mayor. 

Obtaining a license can take 
months, arid there is no guaran- 
tee that a merchant will receive 
a license, even if he or she meets 
aU the requirements. 

A license may be granted to a 
business in one village and de- 
nied in another. Business type 



and location are considered 
huge factors in license approval. 
Fi'om background checks to 
business sales and everything in 
between, Lakeland looks at the 
liquor license disti'ibution 
process. The road to obtaining.a 
license may seem long, but com- 
missioners ensure readers that 
it'swoi-thit. 

Determining factors 

Liquor license approval pro- 
cedm-es vaiy from village to vil- 
lage in Lake County, though 
there are stiU some common de- 
teiTOining factors in license dis- 
tribution. 

In order to be considered for 
a liquor license, a business must 
prove that it can be an economi- 
cally viable village asset and 
that it fits in well with tlie com- 
munity. 

Before formally applying for 
a liquor license in Mundelein, 
business owners must first give 
a presentation to the hquor com- 
mission.

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Concern over 

proposed 
aquatic center

ANTIOCH - Kathy Kurth 
and Kathy Bose like their quiet 
neighborhood. 

They and several other resi- 
dents stood June 9 on a hill at 
the back of the Arbors of 
Windmill Creek Subdivision, 
overlooking the neighborhood. 
The only noises were those of 
the wind rustling the long 
grass and wildflowers under 
the residents' feet, thick trees 
swaying nearby. 

Kurth has lived in the 
Arbors for four years. 

"We bought for the seren- 
ity," she said. "You go down 
these streets and you could roll 
a ball down a street and no one 
could hear you." 

Kurth and some of her 
neighbors fear losing their 
peaceful refuge. The over- 
gi'own hill they stood on is part 
of the future site of the Winnie 
B. Sorenson Aquatic Center. 

The 20-acre parcel of land 
lies along North Avenue, and 
village officials hope to make it 
into a water and recreational 
park for Antioch and Antioch 
Township residents. 

The project is still in the 
early planning stages. A sur- 
vey seeking public input is out, 
and blueprints have not been 
drawn yet. 

Still, Kurth and other 
Arbors residents want to take 
every step necessary to pre- 
vent their way of life from 
changing too drastically. 

A work in progress 

The idea for the aquatic cen- 
ter has been on the drawing 
board for nearly five years, 
starting with Mayor Dorothy 
Larson's predecessor, Mayor 
Taso Maravelas. 

Larson said she chaii*ed the 
village park committee two 
years ago as a trustee when

drew schematics for the park. 

This was simply to see if in- 
door and outdoor pools would 
fit on the area, Larson said. 
They will not be used for fu- 
ture plans. 

Parks Director Laurie Stahl 
said Maravelas' administra- 
tion looked at several tracts of 
land for the center, none of 
them panning out. 

One site was across the 
street from Johnny's 
Chophouse on Route 83. 
Officials dropped that thought, 
Stahl said, when they discov- 
ered the center would have 
only one access road and rail- 
road tracks were in the way. 

Village leaders considered 
adding onto the current Aqua 
Center at Williams Park, Stahl 
said, but the Little League 
baseball field would have 
needed to be taken out, and not 
much room was left for park- 
ing. 

Not to mention that the 
Williams Park pool, 741 Main 
St., is in desperate need of re- 
pair and outdated, Stahl said. 



But last year, officials fi- 
nally found what they were 
looking for. After hashing out 
details with owner Julia 
Bitner for a year, Antioch 
bought 12 acres of land along 
North Avenue, and when 
added to the land the village 
owned near the Arbors of 
Windmill Creek, that gave offi- 
cials 20 acres to work with. 

The 12 acres cost $425,000. 

Now park and village lead- 
ers are in a wait-and-see mode, 
Stahl said. A sun/ey, found on 
Antioch's Web site and in this 
month's newsletter, asks resi- 
dents what they want to see in 
the proposed aquatic center. 

Keith Fujihara, village engi- 
neer, said PHN will coordinate 
three groups that ultimately 
will decide what the water 
park will become. 

The groups will include citi- 
zens, village officials, and resi- 
dents of subdivisions near the 
site, Fujihara said. They will 
use information collected in 
the survey to help form its 
opinions and actions. The sur- 



vey should be finished in 
roughly 60 days, he said. 

Fujihara said because no 
plans have been drawn yet the 
projected cost of the aquatic 
park is unknown, although 
Larson said that if such ameni- 
ties as an Olympic-sized indoor 
pool is included, the price 
could reach "millions and mil- 
lions." 

Fujihara said the focus now 
is to gather the public's 
thoughts. 

"They want to get input first 
on what's really wanted," he 
said. 

Concerns 

Kurth and Bose, however, 
wonder if village officials re- 
ally have their constituents at 
the forefront of their minds. 

They worry about the pro- 
ject's cost, the effect on taxpay- 
ers and property rates, noise, 
lighting, traffic, water 
drainage, and more. 

"We know Dorothy Larson

Timeline set to determine 
location of building

ANTIOCH - Don Skidmore is tired of 
waiting for a clock tower. 

As one of the leaders of the clock tower 
committee, he has raised fimds, sought 
out land, hired professionals to test soil 
and more for neai'ly four yeai's. 

He's getting worn out. 

"I ali'eady worked much more on this 
than I ever tiiought I would, and I don't in- 
tend to spend any more if I want to keep a 



happy home," Skidmore told officials 
June 13. 

The desire to build a clock tower isn't a 
problem, though. Money and location is. 

The northeast comer of Orchard and 
Main streets downtown always has been 
the favored site for the tower. But the re- 
sults of sou tests on the site showed dirt 
that was tfuU of contaminants from its 
days as a landfill. 

The committee does not have the 
funds necessary to clean the soil and take 
other steps to install a cement founda- 



tion, Skidmore said. 

Jim LaFontaine, another clock com- 
mittee head, called in via telephone con- 
ference to tell village ti-ustees that enough 
money has been raised to build the tower 
atanotlierarea. 

Through business and organization 
contributions, selling bricks to the pub- 
Uc, and other means, about $175,000 has 
been raised, LaFontaine said. 

The village has given $25,000, with an- 
other $25,000 coming. 

LaFontame urged action to be taken. 

"We're at tlie point in time where we 
want to get tliis thing built," LaFontaine 
said. "None of us are getting any 
younger." 

Many ti*ustees, includmg Robert 
Caulfield, still want the tower downtown. 



"The clock would be a wonderful addi- 
tion and enliance the comer," Caulfield 
said. 

Larson said the downtown comer is 
"where it belongs," 

Skidmore asked officials to put their 
money where tlieu' mouths are. He re- 
minded them tliat large amounts have 
been spent towai'd the downtown revi- 
tilization project, including $1,217,588.15 
to revamp Lake Street arid $1,500 to pro- 
mote shopping in the area during that 
project. 

Skidmore's suggestion seemed to 
work. Trustees told Skimore and 
LaFontaine to gather price estunates of 
how much more money would be needed 
and report back to tlie committee level in 
six weeks.

Certain restrictions will be 
in effect until Sept. 15 to ensure 
adequate water pressure. 

Those whose addresses are 
even-numbered can use water 
outside for all purposes on 
even-numbered calendar days. 

People with addresses that 
are odd-numbered can use 
water outside on odd-num- 
bered days. 

For example, an address of 
2608 can use water outside on 
June 10. A house with 1503 can 
use water outside on June 11. 

Certain areas prohibit 
water use from 6 a.m to 8 p.m. 

Property owners can not 
create new lawns by seeding or 
sodding during this restricted 
period unless they use an ap- 
proved alternate water source, 
one outside the village's own 
source. 

Garden hoses can be used at 
all times for washing cars and 
plants. 

A shutoff nozzle should be 
used to prevent continual 
water flow from the hose. 

Those who violate these re- 
strictions the first time will be 
given a written warning. A sec- 
ond violation earns the of- 
fender a $50 fine. Three or 
more violations result in a $100 
fine. 

Each violation constitues a 
separate offense.

Reimlbiirsement sought 
for broken mailboxes

ANTIOCH - Apparently 
some members of the village's 
street crew need more driving 
lessons. 

Several months ago a resi- 
dent of the Woods of Antioch 
Subdivision approached the vil- 
lage hoard, saying that some of 
the neighborhood's mailboxes 
had been damaged from snow 
plows plowing into them. 

Tuesday night a group of 
Woods dwellers approached vil- 
lage officials again, asking to be 
reimbursed for the broken 
mailboxes. 

However, the mail recepta- 
cles cost about $400 each to re- 
place. One mailbox unit con- 
tains two boxes. For one mail- 
box, the cost is more than $200. 

After much discussion, the 



engineering, public works and 
utilities committee passed a 
resolution to pay $200 for each 
unit, pending a receipt is pro- 
vided. The resolution will be 
voted on during the next village 
board meeting on June 19. 

At first, the village offered 
$30 per unit, something that the 
Woods' homeowners associa- 
tion president could not accept. 

The association replaced 
one mailbox unit that a village 
plow had smacked into. It cost 
$406, and $50 to install. 

Officials seemed imeasy 
over the idea of paying nearly 
$500 for mailboxes, but recog- 
nized the need to solve a prob- 
lem. 

"I don't think they're saying 
fix this because I live here," 
trustee Mary J. Turner said. 
"It's a damage issue. If we break 
it we should pay for it."

D34 turns to fimi for future building referendum 







little he!

ANTIOCH - Results from School 
District 34's referendum suiTey are out, al- 
though the questionnaire was not very 
telling, officials said. 

But, it did confirm one thing: the need 
for a professional sui'vey firm to help the 
district win residents' votes for a future 
building referendum. 

District officials hired School 
Perceptions for about $8,500 at the end of 
April. The firm, based in Wisconsin, spe- 
cializes in online surveys that help schools 
gather information. The company's sui-vey 



wiU be much more thorough than the one 
district leaders composed shortly after the 
referendum failed March 21. 

Only 148 people took the district's online 
survey. No answers surprised District 
Superintendent Scott Thompson, he said. 

"It all seemed to be what I thought," 
Thompson said. "Nothing jumped out at 
me." 

The sui*vey simply reflected the votes 
that were cast in March, Thompson said. 

Of the respondents who said they voted, 
70.1 percent, or 54 people, said they voted 
against the referendum because it asked 
for too much money when taxes already 
are high enough. 



"When 70 percent say taxes are too high, 
I can't do anything about that," Thompson 
said. 

The referendum asked taxpayers to help 
pay for a new elementary school and mid- 
dle school, plus repaii's to existing schools. 
The project would have cost roughly $45.6 
million, increasing the tax rate by 20 cents. 

The new schools were intended to be the 
solution to the district's overpopulation 
problem. 

The proposal lost by a margin of 600 to 
700 votes. 

Once School Perceptions finishes its 
survey, the disti'ict wiU have a better idea 
of an action plan, Thompson said. The 
building proposal will be on the April 2007 
ballot. 



Smoke-free ordinance goes into effect Nov. 16

TiTistees spent nearly an 
hoiu' discussing possible revi- 
sions to the ordinance, which 
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stiU needs to be foraially voted 
upon. 

Village board members ap- 
peared to be slightly divided on 
how restrictive tlie ordinance 
should be. 

The section of the ordinance 
that banned smoking in unen- 
closed public spaces spui-red the 
most debate. Trustees argued 
whether to take out the section 
entii'ely or compromise by 
changing it to allow smoking in 
public parking lots. ' • 

Mayor James Betustak's vote 
split the tie among the six mem- 
bers, changing the ordinance to 
include the compromise. 

Smokers still must remam at 
least 20 feet away from public 
buildings when smoking, 
though. Ti-ustees voted to free up 
public parking lots for viUage 
employees, for example, who 
want to smoke dui'mg lunch but 
don't want to leave ofiffce 
grounds. 

"I'm afraid we'll get an ordi- 
nance so prohibitive it becomes 
unenforceable," Tnistee Fred 
Messmer said. Messmer, 75, has 
smoked for the past 55 years. 

Trustee Ken Czyzewicz said 
he has been uncomfortable with 
a smoke-free ordinance ever 
since officials began discussing 
the proposal nearly four months 
ago. 

"I know we're coming up with 
places where you can't do it, but 
where can you?" Czyzewicz said, 
"It Just seems lilce you can't 
smoke in Lmdenhm'st. It's like 
we're saying get under your 
cloak, don't let anyone see you." 

Czyzewicz said he does not 
smoke.

wants that pool," Kurth said. 
"Im not against giving the vil- 
lage what they want. I'm con- 
cerned about opening my door 
and hearing the pool. 

"Any homeowner would be 
concerned." 

Ken Rigsby, a resident of 
the Arbors, said he doesn't be- 
lieve the 20 acres of land near 
his subdivision is big enough 
for what the village has in 
mind. 

Still, he is willing to keep an 
open mind. 

"I'm not necessarily for or 
against it," Rigsby said. "I don't 
have enough information to 
judge one way or another." 

Stu Malsch, another neigh- 
bor, said he has attended sev- 
eral committee and village 
board meetings seeking more 
details. He even contacted 
Gurnee, Grayslake and 
LibertyviUe about their water 
parks. 

Rigsby said he feels that of- 



ficials are only half-heartedly 
listening to their concerns. 

"Grudgingly, they listen to 
us," Rigsby said. 

Kurth and Bose said they 
also worried about bright 
lights,,m.usic and late hours af- 
fecting the Arbors' serene envi- 
ronment. 

Rigsby said that if residents 
wanted water slides and other 
water park features they could 
go to Wisconsin Dells or Six 
Flags Great America. 

"We're not being nasty, but 
we are really concerned be- 
cause we live here 24/7," Kurth 
said. "We're not just a bunch of 
old fogies who just don't like 
change." 

Communication 

Laurie Stahl thinks Kurth 
and her fellow neighbors are 
being unrealistic and jumping 
a bit ahead of themselves in 
their protests, considering that 
no official plans have been cre- 
ated. 

"It's like they think they 
live in a gated neighborhood," 



Stahl said. "They don't want 
to have anyone in there who 
isn't supposed to be there. 
They said they don't want 
anyone in there who doesn't 
belong." 

Stahl said she and other of- 
ficials have addressed the 
group's concerns as best as pos- 
sible. 

"It's like they think we're 
lying to them, and they're not 
going to have any input," Stahl 
said. 

Mike Haley, who lives in 
the Arbors next to the pro- 
posed aquatic center site, vis- 
ited the Arbors' homeowners 
association to answer ques- 
tions, Stahl said. 

Larson said most people in 
Antioch support the center, 
and all those who have com- 
plained come from the Arbors. 

"Ai'e we going to stop it if 
they don't want it? Absolutely 
not," Larson said. "They're not 
the only neighborhood in the 
area." 

Both Larson and Stahl said 
Antioch's need for a water 



park can be seen just from vis- 
iting the pool at Williams Park, 
which often is full, despite its 
worn-out condition. 

The village must serve its 
residents with modern equip- 
ment they can use, they said. 

If built, Lakes and Antioch 
high schools would use the fa- 
cility's pools as well as league 
sports teams. 

The water center would be 
funded, Larson said, with rev- 
enue from Route 173's Wal- 
Mart, corporate donations and 
- as a last resort - a referen- 
dum. 

Larson and Stahl both with 
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the Arbors* group, said re- 
peatedly .they want to work 
together to solve any prob- 
lems. 

"We don't want to cause 
them any undue chaos in their 
lives," Larson said. "We want 
to be good neighbors." 

But whether an agreement 
between the village and the 
group can be reached, they will 
still see a lot of each other in 
the months to come. 

"If there are stages we'll 
have to go through, well go 
through it," Kurth said. 
"They're going to see us now 
until the end."

"We don't have liquor li- 
censes sitting around to be is- 
sued," said Mundelein. liquor 
commissioner and mayor Ken 
Kessler. "If a person is interested 
in some sort of business that 
sells liquor, they're going to have 
to conform with whatever tlie 
laws and ordinances are ... and 
even if it does confoi*m, there is 
no guarantee that they're going 
to be issued a license." 

Island Lake liquor commis- 
sioner and mayor Tom Hyde 
said his three-member liquor 
commission expects a business 
to generate a substantial amount 
of village revenue if it is ap- 
proved for a license. 

"Whatever [busmess] is com- 
ing in with a liquor license, you 
want it to be a positive tiling," he 
said. "It is part of the services 
our residences expect us to 
have." 

In unincorporated Lake 
County, a person seeking a 
liquor license must pay a $250 



application fee, undergo a crimi- 
nal background check, submit 
thi'ee letters of reference, pass 
ah alcohol serving test, and gain 
certification from health, build- 
ing and zonmg officials, among 
other requii'ements. 

The entu'e process takes 
about foiu* to eight weeks, ac- 
cording to Angela Moreno, sen- 
ior administrative assistant to 
the Lake County Uquor commis- 
sioner. 

"We will work really hard for 
[applicants] to have everything 
in on time because this is their 
busmess and then- livelihood," 
she said. "Once aU these tilings 
are complete, they have to go be- 
fore the liquor commission for a 
hearing." 

After a liquor license has 
been approved and a business is 
selling alcohol, there is stUl addi- 
tional village invplyement. 

License life 

Just because a business has 
been gi'anted a liquor license, 
does not mean it may sell any 
type or amount of liquor. 

Different Uquor licenses 
allow establishments to sell spe- 
cific liquor products and quanti- 
ties of liquor. Licenses must be 
renewed periodically, and busi- 
ness owners may lose then* li- 
censes or be fined if they do not 



foUow license requirements. 

Hyde said anyone who sells 
liquor in Island Lake must know 
how to check identification; and 
bartenders must know when to 
say "no." 

"We have been very, very 
strong," he said, of monitoring 
liquor sales. "As long as busi- 
nesses are properly handled, we 
don't put restrictions on them." 

Hainesville Uquor commis- 
sioner and mayor Ted Mueller 
said that before Tom's Liquor 
store opened four months ago, 
operating procedui'es were thor- 
oughly discussed. 

"Durmg the early stages, it 
was made very clear that [the 
business] had to check IDs and 
so forth," he said. "[Store] ap- 
pearance was discussed up 
front." 

Kessler said Mundelein is in 
the process of monitoring its 
Uquor-selling establishments to 
ensm'e that they meet all state 
and local ordmances. Kessler 
added that businesses that don't 
follow the rules can cost a viUage 
a lot of money. 

"Selling liquor is reaUy a 
privilege," he said. "It's not a 
God-given right."

Putting it in perspective 



GRAYSLAKE — As the 
owner of Extra Value Food & 
Liquor in Grayslake, John 
Kielar knows how important 
having a liquor Ucense is for 
business. 

Though food, cigarettes and 
other convenience items are 
sold at his store, alcohol is tlie 
cash cow. 

When the business opened 
in 2005, village officials put no 
restrictions on the amount of al- 
cohol it could sell; Kielar oper- 
ated accordingly. 

In March 2006, the owner 
discovered his business was no 
longer eUgible for a non-restric- 
tive license because of its loca- 
tion beneatli condominiums. A 
Uquor ordinance amendment - 
passed after Extra Value Food 
& Liquor opened - prohibits 
such licenses from being issued 
to shops and restaurants lo- 
cated in buUdings witli residen- 
tial units, unless they are part 
of a mixed-use planned unit de- 
velopment. 

For months, Kielar has been 
working with officials so that 
his store meets the requu'e- 
ments of another Uquor Ucense, 
which limits the amount of 



Uquor he can seU to 30 percent 
oftotal store sales. 

Officials have given Kielar a 
timeline so that he can gradu- 
aUy bring his store into compU- 
ance. 

The NUes resident said he is 
unsure of his business's future. 

"It's up in the ah*," he said. 

The storeowner added that 
his store's transformation has 
begun. Alcohol orders have 
been put on hold, and some win- 
dow advertisements have been 
removed, he said. 

Kielar's attorney, James' 
Magee, has been negotiatmg 
transformation details with the 
viQage. He and Itielar submit- 
ted a plan on how to progres- 
sively convert the store two 
weeks ago. Magee said it was 
well received. 

"We're optmiistic that we 
will develop some middle 
gi'ound," he said. "The village 
indicated a willingness to con- 
tinue talking." 

Jim Mueller, of HoUand & 
Knight law firm, confirmed the 
viUage's wiUingness to work 
with Kielar. 

"The plan to transform was 
received favorably," he said.

"We were really proud of it," Pme said. "We 
won a number of mternational awards."

We won't have lasers \\ke we've had, but it will be 
the best display in Lake County," Pme said. 

Whether the base's gate will be opened for July

Who heads to Hendrick? It will 
almost certainly be Casey Mears, 
who had been the clubhouse 
leader on Toyota speculation and 
who recently told his present em- 
ployer. Chip Ganassi, that he 
would not be back next year. 

The timing of Mears' deci- 
sion coincides with Vickers* de- 
cision to leave, and it's not a co- 
incidence. There is an underly- 
ing business aspect to Vickers' 
apparent decision to join the 
Toyota entry in the Nextel Cup 
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Series next year. 

Doug Duchardt, Hendrick 
Motorsports marketing vice 
president, said that Vickers had 
received permission to talk with 
others but also confirmed that 
Vickers' contract with Hendrick 
extends past the current season. 

"We did not know that this 
was going to be requested," 
said Duchardt. "Brian came to 
us. It's been stated that he was 
requesting permission to look 
at other opportunities. He is 
still currently under contract 
with Hendrick Motorsports.

The message I reti'ieved began with a 
sense of urgency. 

"Listen to me!" it exclaimed. I quickly 
recognized the voice as that of DaiTell '"The 
Legend" Baker, Chain of Lakes guide par ex- 
cellence. "The walleye bite is on and it's hot 
and heavy. This is as good as it gets up here. 
We have been limiting 
out every day for the past 
week. If you want to 
check it out, call me. We 
can hook up in tlie late af- 
ternoon, after I fmish my 
daily guide tiip." 

He sounded deadly se- 
rious and tlie bite still 
was on. 

I always look forward 
to a Baker ti'ip. It prom- 
ises good fishing, a learn- 
ing experience and a _^_^^^_ 
chance to swap stories. 

Baker's starting point is C.J. Smith's re- 
, sort. Baker had spent the day with a party 
from the Noithrop Gi-umman Fishing Club. 
At one of its recent meetings, Baker was the^ 
featured seminar speaker. He wowed the 
gi'oup witli pictures of excellent Chain fish, 
his record for numbers offish caught and 
his secret tips, tactics and marked maps of 
the Chain. 

Baker had been with the group since 6 
that morning. He asked if he could brmg 
them along with us and we could use his 
pontoon boat. Of course I agreed. These guys 
certamly were hardcore. They were looking 
atal4-houi"day.

The group's day had been productive. 
They were near tlieii* limit of walleyes, had 
caught and released seven beautiful lai-ge- 
mouth, some catfish, some white bass and a 
bunch of drum. 

Walleyes were what I came for and Baker 
knew right where to go. The Chain has a 
vastly unden-ated walleye population. Many 
people say that they can't fmd big fish on tlie 
Chain. They obviously have not met Baker. 
His pai'ties regularly take big fish, tliis 
year's best being more than 8 pounds. Baker, 
who I have no reason to doubt, says he once 
hooked and lost a fish tliat was more tlian 13 
pounds. 

Durmg the trip, Balcer showed us tliat the 
caiT) were in full spawn as we cmised a 
channel. Baker said the waUeye get pushed a 
little deeper at this time because tiiey want 
no part of the carp and then- parties. 

We were rigged up witli light line. I prefer 
Fireline tipped with a 6-pound fluorocarbon 
leader. I was using a Shimano Symmetre 
reel on a Shimano Compre rod that had good 
backbone and a very fast and sensitive tip. 
Baker prefers to use rods made by Jim 
Grandt in the All-Star Series. 

We caught many fish under the 18-inch 
slot Ihnit and a couple in the 18- to 24-inch 
slot. I landed a fat 21 1/2-incher, my best for 
tlie evening, and for tliat matter tlie group's 
best, as well. It's not often tliat I get a chance 
to crow, so give me some slack here, please.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING PREVAILING WAGE 

RATES TO BE PAID 

TO LABORERS, MECHANICS AND OTHER 

WORKERS PERFORMING 

CONSTRUCTION OF PUBLIC WORKS FOR THE 

ROUND LAKE AREA PARK DISTRICT 

WHEREAS, the Slate of Illinois has enacted the 
Provaiiing Wage Act, approved Juno 26, 1941, as 
amended, being 820 ILCS 130/0.01 through 130/12 
(the "Act"); and 

WHEREAS, the Act requires that during the 
month of June of each calendar year the Board of 
Commissioners of the Round Lake Area Park 
District Investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate 
of wages, as defined in said Act. in the "locality" of 
the Park District for laborers, mechanics and other 
workers performing construction of public works for 
the Park District, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the 
Board of Commissioners of the Round Lake Area 
Park District. Lake County, lliinois, as follows: 

SECTION 1: To the extent and as required by the 
Act, the genera! prevailing rate of wages in this 
locality for iaborors, rnechanics and other workers 
engaged in the construction of public works coming 
under the jurisdiction of the Park District is hereby 
ascertained to be the same as the prevailing rale of 
wages for construction work in Lake County as 
determined by Ihe Department of Labor of the State 
of Illinois (the "Department") as of June 1 , 2006, a 
copy of that determination being attached hereto 
and incorporated herein by reference. As required 
by said Act, any and all revisions of the prevailing 
rate of wages by the Department shall supersede 
the Department's Juno determination and apply to 
any and all public works construction undertaken by 
(he District. The definition of any terms appearing 
in this Ordinance which are also used in the Act 
shall be the same as the definitions specified in Ihe 
Act. . 

SECTION 2: Nothing herein is intended to apply 
or shall be constoied to apply said prevailing rate of 
wages as herein ascertained to any work or 
employment performed on behalf of this District 
except public works construction to the extent 
required by the Act. 

SECTION 3: The Park District Secretaiy shall 
publicly post or keep available for inspection by any 
interested party in the park district office this deter- 
mination of prevailing rate of wages. A copy of this 
determination or of the current revised determina- 
tion of prevailing rale of wages then In effect shall 
be attached to all contract specifications. 

SECTION 4: The Park District Secretary shall 
promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance with 
the Secretary of State of Illinois in Springfield. 

SECTION 5: Within thirty (30) days after filing a 
certified copy of this Ordinance with the Secretary 
of State, the Park District Secretary shall cause to 
be published In a newspaper of general circulation 
within the area a notice that this determination Is 
effective and constitutes the determination of this 
public body. 

SECTION 6: The Park District Secretary shall 
mail a copy of this Ordinance to any employer, to 
any association of employers, and to any person or 
association of employees, who have filed their 
names and addresses requesting copies of any 
determination stating the particular rates and Ihe

Elvis Sandow (Gael Garcia

But area wedding and eti- 
quette experts warn that some 
couples whose guests go off the 
registry may not be so lucky 
They offer tips for buying a gift 
this wedding season that won't 
have the bride standing in line 
at a service counter after her 
honeymoon. 

"Always give something that 
would reaUy be an elegant gift," 
Patricia O'Brien, owner of 
Manners, Please, a Skokie eti- 
quette business catering to chil- 
dren and young adults, said. 
"Don't just go out and buy 
something just to say, I've got 
that over with.' Buy something 
that is very tasteful." 

And that word, taste, is cru- 
cial -particularly the bride and 
groom's taste. O'Brien said if a 
guest does choose to go off the 
registry, he or she should at 
least glance at it to get an idea 
of what the couple lilces. If 
you're close enough to the cou- 
ple, contacting their family for 
ideas also can help, she said. 

"Sometimes the family of 
the bride does not know that 
everything is gone from the reg- 
istry," O'Brien said.

When it comes to the all-im- 
portant question of how much 
to spend, though the Emily Post 
Institute may suggest going 
with your heart, O'Brien said 
the size and location of the wed- 
dmg are factors.

O'Brien said. "You know the 
family vifill be paying $75 a 
plate. If you're going to go to 
the wedding, you should be gen- 
erous."

5 oz. semisweet baking chocolate, chopped 
One-half cup plus 2 Tbl. butter or margarine 
3 large whole eggs 
3 large egg yolks 

One and one-half cups powdered sugar 
One-half cup all-purpose flour' 
Additional powdered sugar, if desired

Directions: 

1. Heat oven to 450 degrees Fahrenheit. Grease bot- 
toms and sides of six 6-ounce custard cups with short- 
ening; dust with cocoa, 

2. In 2-quart saucepan, melt chocolate and butter 
over low heat, stirring frequently. Cool slightly. 

3. In a large bowl, heat whole eggs and egg yolks 
with wire whisk, or hand beater until well blended. Beat 
in one and one-half cups powdered sugar. Beat in melted 
chocolate mixture and flour. Divide batter evenly among 
custard cups.' * Place cups on cookie sheet with sides. 

4. Bake 12 to 14 minutes, or until sides are set and 
centers are still soft (tops will bo puffed and cracked). Let 



stand 3 minutes. Run small knife or metal spatula along 
sides of cakes to loosen. 

Immediately place heatproof serving plate upside 
down onto each cup; turn plate and cup over, and remove 
cup. Sprinkle with additional powdered sugar. Serve 
warm. 

• Do not use self-rising flour. 

** Batter can be made up to 24 hours ahead. After 
pouring batter into custard cups, cover with plastic wrap 
and refrigerate up to 24 hours. You may need to bake the 
cakes 1 to 2 minutes longer. 

Note: Be sure to grease the custard cups with short- 
ening, dust the cups with cocoa and bake the cakes at 
the correct oven temperature for the right time. 

These steps are critical to the success of this recipe. 
If the centers are too cakelike in texture, bake a few min- 
utes less the next time. If they're too soft, bake a minute 
or two longer.

2 Tbl. chopped fresh, or one-half tsp. dried thyme 
leaves 

1 Tbl. olive or vegetable oil 
One-half tsp. salt 
One-half tsp. fennel seed 
One-quarter tsp. coarsely ground pepper 

2 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

Directions: 

1. Heat oven to 450 degrees Fahrenheit. Spray shal- 
low roasting pan and rack with cooking spray. Place pork 
tenderloins on rack in pan. 

2. In small bowl, mix remaining ingredients. Spoon 
herb mixture evenly over pork. Insert oven-proof meal 
thermometer so tip is in the thickest part of pork. Cover 
pork loosely with foil. 

3. Bake 20 minutes, then remove foil. Bake, uncov- 
ered, 10 to 15 minutes longer, or until thermometer reads 
115 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Cover pork loosely with foil, and let stand 10 to 15 
minutes, or until thermometer reads 160 degrees 
Fahrenheit. (Temperature will continue to rise about 5 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and pork will be easier to carve.)

When asked liow she came to live 
and work in the United States, Aurora 
smiles shyly and answers briefly.

withheld for this story, crossed into the 
U.S. from Zacateca, Mexico, 13 years 
ago and made her way to Lake Coimty 

Despite the fact that she did not 
legally enter the country, her sister 
helped her land a job at a company in 
Mundelein almost immediately, where 
she remained employed for nine years. 

Now workmg for another company 
through a temporary employment 
agency, Aurora has three daughters, aU 
born in the US. She also has two 
daughters still living in Mexico, to 



whom she frequently sends portions of 
her paychecks. 

As Congress continues to debate the 
best way to -deal with the approxi- 
mately 11 million illegal immigrants 
currently living in the U.S., Aurora 
said the fear of being deported has 
grown. ,.y ■ .

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Cancer survivors release butterflies 

% 

to symbolize newfound freedom

ZION - When a group of can- 
cer survivors released butter- 
flies from delicate white en- 
velop?S; some of the insects re- 
fused to leave. 

One butterfly clung to a 
woman's shoulder. Another 
perched upon' a different 
woman's finger, arid she 
watched it, smiling widely. 

Many butterflies, though, 
flew high into the aii' immedi- 
ately, creating a mini swarm 
above the group's heads. 

Their newfound freedom 
was symbolic of the survivors' 
own freedom from cancer. The 
Cancer Treatment Centers of 
America held its- annual 
Celebrate Life event Friday, 
June 9. 

Releasing the butterflies was 
just one of many ways the 42 
people, and tlie health officials 
who helped them, rejoiced in 
surviving cancer for five or 
more years. 

Neal Tucker, the hospital's 
spokesperson, said many of the 
survivors there were told by 
theh' doctors that tliey had no 
hope of living when they came 
to the cancer center for treat- 
ment. ■ • 

R. Lee Donnenwirt, 79, of 
Beach Park, was one such per- 
son. Five years ago she was di- 
agnosed with breast cancer, 
then colon cancer. She was also 
afflicted with other illnesses, 
including a bad reaction to 



chemotherapy 

Being able to attend Friday's 
celebration was a huge land- 
mark for Donnenwirt, she said. 

Despite cloudy skies and a 
brisk wind, Donnenwirt glowed 
with happiness. 

"My insides are quivering," 
she said, nearly laughing. "It's 
brought back so many memo- 
ries [being there]. I feel like I 
want to cry, but I don't want to; 
I'm not sad." 

Sui-vivors came from aU 
over the country, with 86 in- 
vited and 42 able to attend, 
Tucker said. They were old and 
young, and varied in race and 
ethnicity 

Raymond and Irene Zukley 
of Zion, in their 80s, attended. 
So did Jeffrey Flechner, 26, 
from Bolingbrook, Ky 

All of them held several 
things in common, tliough. 
Obviously, they had all sur- 
vived cancer. They were also 
past and present patients of the 
hospital. But the biggest com- 
mon factor is their determina- 
tion in battlmg cancer, though 
in their own ways. 

Josephme Stewart, 53, of 
Waukegan, was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in Sept. 1999. She 
said she came to the cancer 
ti-eatment center to fight her 
disease head-on. 

."Anything you want, if it's 
available, they'll give it to you," 
Stewart said, such as vitamins, 
special drugs, exercise routmes 
and more. 

The hospital's atmosphere

was also healing, Stewart said. 
"It feels like home herei" she 
said. "Everyone is so friendly 
and nice here." 

Circuit Court Associate 
Judge WiUiam Homer, 75, re- 
mained optimistic despite 
being diagnosed with prostate 
cancer five years ago. He tends 
to keep cool under tough situa- 
tions, Homer said. 

"I realized the seriousness of 



the situation, but I was not pan- 
icked by it," he said. "If a prob- 
lem arises you do the best you 
can with it, and if you do the 
best you can with it, sit back 
and relax." 

Hospital officials hoped the 
Celebrate Life event would be 
relaxing and fun for the sui*- 
vivors, whom they called cele- 
brants. 

Besides tlie butterflies, sur- 



vivors also took part in a tree 
planting ceremony, several cele- 
brants spoke of their experi- 
ences, lunch was served, video 
was roUed, songs were sang and 
more. 

Donnenwirt said she tries to 
enjoy life, spending time with 
family 

"When you made it, all you 
have to say is God is good," she 
said.

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MUNDELEIN - CdUecting 
evidence and solving major 
crimes are two things Paul 
Dempsey Imows well. 

A 10-year veteran of the 
Mundelein Police Department, 
Dempsey has been an investiga- 
tor for the past four years. For 
the past two years, he has been 
involved with the Lake County 
Major Crimes Task Force. 

Dempsey investigates major 
crimes, arsons and sex cases. 



He explained some of the 
processes and tools of his ti'ade 
to students in tlie Mundelein 
Citizen Police Academy last 
week. 

The first thing Dempsey 
does when he arrives on a scene 
is take photographs, he said. 
Before touching anything, he 
documents a house or other lo- 
cation exactly how it was when 
he arrived. If it's , a serious 
crime lilte a murder, he will 
also videotape the crime scene. 

He uses blue lights to iden- 
tify body fluids, dusts for fm- 



science 



gerprints and carefully packs 
evidence in bags. Destroying 
evidence, by burning a house 
down or other methods he said 
doesn't work. 

"It's very hard to desti'oy ev- 
idence," he said. "There's, so 
much evidence out tliere that 
people think they destroy, and 
they don't." 

He and other investigators 
check for weapons at crime 
scenes. They look at what types 
of books are in a house to see 
what their interests might be. 
They can tell a lot from a single

drop of blood. 

"If a blood droplet is per- 
fectly round, it means it feU 
from top to bottom," he ex- 
plained. 

If ablood droplet looks like a 
"tadpole," the tail of the droplet 
win show where it came from. 
Dempsey said there's even a 
mathematical equation for 
blood droplets on waBs. 

Once a suspect is in custody, 
Dempsey said police can hold 
them for three days. 

"During those three days, we 
know we have a lot of work to

Investigators generally work 
around the clock for those three 
days, with very little sleep, to 
try to solve the case. 
. The investigator loves his 
job, but understands the cir- 
cumstances of his work. 

"Unfortunately someone has 
to get hurt before we get called 
out," he said.

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In all the recent discussion 
aboutillegal immigration, one 
topic that has been ignored is 
the illegal trafficking of 
humanbeings. 

On June 5, the sixth annual 
Trafficking in Persons Report 
was issued. The federal report 
documents the growing prob- 
lem of slavery. With the report 
came a warning to Germany to 
make sure that it was doing all 
it could to stem the tide of peo- 
ple being sold intosexual slav- 
ery. 

Germany, which has legal- ' 
ized prostitution, is hosting 
the World Cup, which began on 
June 9. The fear is that the 
World Cup is such a large event 
that there could be an increase 
in people being "imported" as 
forced sex workers. ■ 

The Associated Press re- 
ported that every year, as many 
as 800,000 people are bought 
and sold. Many are lured into 
slavery with promises of legiti- 
mate work in foreign lands. 
Eighty percent are women and 
young girls. 

Although the problem might 
seem far away, it is not. The 
Illinois Department of Human 
Services reported in 2005 that 
state and federal authorities 



issue 



found several undocumented 
women in spas in Rockford. 
The women likely were traf- 
ficked into the United States. 
State officials said the women 
worked and lived in deplorable 
conditions and were not al- 
lowed to leave the spas. 

The federal report noted 
that state-sponsored slavery 
was confined' to brutal regimes 
such as those in Burma and 
North Korea. 

The modern problem of 
slavery is largely driven by or- 
ganized crime. 

The federal report, which 
can be found at 
www.state.gov/ g/tip/rls/tiprpt 
/2006, named several countries 
that could face sanctions for 
not doing enough to address 
human trafficking: Saudi 
Arabia, Myanmar, Cuba, 
Belize, Iran, Laos, North Korea, 
Sudan, Syria, Uzbekistan, 
Venezuela and Zimbabwe. 

On the issue of human traf- 
ficking, the United States has 
worked diligently to get the 
world to address a growing 
problem. 

The United States and the 
rest of the world need to work 
harder to end this blight on hu- 
manity.

I was in grammar school, but I 
stiU remember that teachers 
gave us a "gold star" when we 
had a perfect attendance .

In the newspaper on Friday, 
June 9, there was the first in a 
five-part series examining the im- 
migration population in Lake 
County, entitled "Immigration de- 
bate hits close to home." 

It covered two topics, the 
preparation for the May 1 rally, 
and the Mano a Mano organiza- 
tion. 

It was reported that many of 
the participants carried Mexican 
flags and wore T-shirts touting 
immigrants' rights, and the rally 
was to support the legalization of 
the illegal immigrants. 

Well, Illegal immigrants have no 
rights to citizenship, and if these 
participants are so interested in 
flaunting the Mexican flags, why 
did they leave Mexico in the first 
place If it is such a great country? 

A 2004 report by the Centenlor 
' ^immigration Studies estimated, 
because of illegal immigrants, 
schools, hospitals and other so- 
: cial service agencies cost the 
! federal government $10.4 billion 
annually, not to mention the 
costs to the state and local gov- 
ernments. 

Last year, the Border Patrol ap- 
prehended some 1.2 million illegal 
immigrants and confiscated more 
than a million pounds of illegal 
drugs. 

Mexico has been reported to be 
the primary source of the intro- 
duction into the U.S. of cocaine, 
heroin, marijuana, and meth.

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Mano a Mano, LTN assist immigrants

It is a sentiment shared by 
many illegal immigrants who 
live and work in Lake County, 
according to Carolina Duque, a 
human resources case manager 
for the Employment Connection 
Program at Mano a Mano, a 
nonprofit organization based in 
Round Lake Park that provides 
job placement as weU as educa- 
tion services for immigrants. 

Mano a Mano currently 
works with about 100 companies 
and temporary employment 
agencies in Lake County, Duque 
said. Companies are linked with 
clients, some of whom are ille- 
gal immigrants, others who are 
legal, to fiU job vacancies. 

She explained that most of 
her clients are qualified for gen- 
eral labor positions, such as as- 
sembly and packaging work in 
warehouses, landscaping, con- 
struction and housekeeping. 

Generally, she said clients 
have minimal skills, speak little 
English and are willing to work 
for $6.50 an hour, with the 
higher-end jobs topping out at 
about $10 an hour. 

She said clients are not re- 
quired to reveal their immigi'a- 
tion status, but added that a ma- 
jority were not legally in the 
U.S. The decision to implement 
a background check is left up to 
tlie companies where Duque 
sends her clients for employ- 
ment consideration, she said. 

Duque said the willingness 
her clients had to work long 
hours for low wages, often dur- 
ing a late shift, made them ap- 
pealing candidates for many 
businesses. 

"They really need a lot of 
people that can be able to work 
for 8 hours standing on their 
feet, working for $6.50 an hour," 
she said. "That's not easy And 
who can do that? People that 
came here struggling, that were 
poor in their country, that really 
need to make money here. They 
do it. And they are really hard 
workers." 

Heidy Nuriel, the chief oper- 
ating officer at LTN Staffing, a 
temporary employment agency 
in Waukegan, said her company 
provides hundreds of clients to 
. companies in Lake County She 
• estimated that about 90 percent 
of the applicants at LTN were 
immigrants. 

Similar to Mano a Mano, 
Nuriel said it was left up to the 



companies that hired her 
clients to specify whether a 
background check was neces- 
sary for prospective employees. 

"A lot of it depends on what 
the position is and what the 
companies are looking for," she 
said. 

LTN mainly provides tempo- 
rary employees for jobs assem- 
bling products, as weU as pack- 
ing and shipping merchandise, 
Nuriel said, adding that most 
positions paid minimum wage. 

Just as the debate over ille- 
gal .immigrants in the work- 
force has had an increasingly 
polarizmg affect on a national 
scale, it has brought out strong 
opinions on the issues as it per- 
tains to Lake County - 

The village of Beach Park 
passed recently passed a resolu- 
tion that asks businesses part- . 
nered with the viQage to pro- 
vide assurances that undocu- 
mented workers will not be 
used. 

Beach Park Mayor MUt 
• Jensen explained the resolution 
made clear the village's stance 
on illegal immigrants working 
in Lake County He added that 
he hoped other communities 
would follow suit. 

"[It] would send a strong 
message [as to] what American 
communities want," he said. 

In spite of the growing atten- 
tion being given to illegal immi- 
gration, and heightened border 
security, people seeking work 
still manage to make it into the 
US. 

Ana Maria, 37, made the 
journey by herself from Mexico 
City across the border a little 
more than two weeks ago after 
several failed attempts during 
the past year. 

She is now living in Round 
Lake with a family member and 
has yet to fmd a job. Like many 
immigrants m Lake County 
who speak little or no English 
and are struggling to find a 
source of income, Ana Maria is 
now a client at Mano a Mano. 

She explained that it had al- 
ways been her dream to come to 
the U.S. to-make better money 
than possible in Mexico. But. 
since arriving, "she has battled 
feelings of loneliness and des- 
peration. 

"When I got here I was think- 
ing I will never go back, I'm so 
happy here," she said with the 
help of Duque interpreting. 
"But that feeling changed." 

And while many immigrants 



who make their way to Lake 
County are stiU able to find 
work, Duque said working with 
some clients at Mano a Mano 
made her wonder whetlier the 
hardship of traveling from 
Mexico and Latin America to 
the U.S. in order to work what 
are often low-paymg jobs was 
actually beneficial. 

"They live scared of being 
caught by the police or some- 
times they are scared to drive 
because if they get caught that's 
a problem," she said. "I think 
many of them miss their coun- 
try everyday and they want to 
go back but they need to be here 
for the money I don't know if 
it's worth it."

LAKEMOOR - The village of 
Lakemoor is wasting no time in 
staging its commercial and res- 
idential development pro- 
grams, with the formal ratifica- 
tion of jurisdictional agree- 
ment with the Northern 
Moraine Water Reclamation 
District for sanitary line serv- 
ice throughout the municipal- 
ity 

The Lakemoor VUlage 
Board approved the pact at its 
May 31 business meeting, whUe 
Northern Moraine district offi- 
cials adopted a final document 
with stipulations during its 
May 25 session. 

The agreement was to be en- 
acted earlier last month, but de- 
layed due to a request from 
Lakemoor to chart legal de- 
scriptions for several easement 
cessation. 

"There are four major resi- 
dential developments that have 
been presented by the builder, 
Westminster-Swanson, and 
plans will be heard before the 
village's planning board in 
June," Lakemoor Mayor 
Virginia Povidas said. "The 
process will then follow to the 
full board for review and ac- 
tion, at some point in August. 
They are tentatively seeking to 
break ground that same month 
on these projects." 

Several former farm proper- 
ties, which had been identified 
with Lakemoor, will host the 
multiple styles of residential 
homes including a mix of sin- 
gle family attached and de- 
"tached dwellings. 

^11^ estimated 2,312 new 
homes are to be situated across 
the four sites, and the added 
population numbers wiU im- 
pact the surrounding school 
districts of Wauconda, 
Johnsburg, Big Hollow, and 
McHenry. 

The June 8 Lakemoor 
Village Board meeting saw the 
unanimous acceptance of a 
"lag fee" program to benefit the" 
Wauconda Community Unit 
School District 18. 

Impact fees for school opera- 
tions are scheduled to be appro- 



priated from new developments 
only, and are contingent upon 
estimated population totals at 
the time of groundbreaking for 
the subdivisions. 

"There are many considera- 
tions, and amenities, which the 
developer has made to the vil- 
lage itself including open space 
portions, along with donated 
land for a new village hall and 
community center," Povidas 
said. "There are also public 
beaches, fishing piers, conces- 
sion stands, and a community 
park on the table." 

The Parkside project on 
Chapel Hill Road, between 
Route 120 and Lincoln Road, 
will encompass 420 new resi- 
dences. 

The former Finkelstein 
property, also on Chapel Hill 
Road, adds another 460 
dwellings to the area, and is to 
be named the Deer Trail proj- 
ect. The former Meyer gravel 
pit oh Lily Lake Road is platted 
for 152 new homes as the 
Water's Edge subdivision, and 
the former Peterson pits will 
hold 1,300 dwellings as the 
Village Square development. 

"We've been working toward 
this action over the last several 
years, commercial and residen- 
tial development for Lakemoor 
and Island Lake should 
progress smoothly with many 
benefits," said Ken Michaels 
Jr., the Northern Moraine dis- 
trict's president. "Some proj- 
ects have been on the boards for 
quite some time, and we look 
forward to a new sense of coop- 
eration." 

Commercial designs for a 
parcel located on the southwest 
corner of routes 12 and 120 re- 
volve around a retail center, 
which had lacked sanitary 
service infrastructures, due to 
boundary limitations. 

"That project should move 
ahead, as I've personally spo- 
ken with the property owner to 
look at how we can get it on 
track," Povidas said. "We have 
a new retail center at DarreU 
Road and Route 120 that sup- 
plies many needed daily serv- 
ices, and we want tb keep the 
ideas moving ahead to other 
areas of the village."

However, do not attempt to dye 
your brows at home, which could 
result in die chemicals dripping in 
your eye, possibly causing blind- 
ness. 

If tweezing your eyebrows is 
exceptionally painful, try numbing 
die area widi ice or a topical numb- 
ing agent. 

THmming long hairs on your 
eyebrows can also keep them 
tamed. Brush die hairs up widi a 
toothbrush or eyebrow brush and 
trim across. Don't trim too much 
or else you can get bald spots.

ID tag, which activates the kiosk 
and individual exercise machine 
computers. 

Before using a machine, tags 
are waved over its computer to 
start it. The goal is for clients to 



work out in their target zones, 
which the c(Jmputer screen dis- 
plays as a green light. 

"Go for the green" has 
become a new catch phrase here 
at Shapes. 

Clients can wear a belt that 
monitors their heart rate and 
repetitive movements. 

Mytrak also automatically 
increases a machine's level of dif- 
ficulty by 5 percent to continual- 
ly challenge users and prevent 
stagnant routines. 

When a workout is complete, 
clients can go to the central kiosk 
for a complete analysis of their 
performance to discover where 
they performed well and where 
they need improvement. 

Maggioncalda said Shapes 
was the second facility in the 
country to invest in the technol- 
ogy, which she learned about in 
October while attending a 
hydraulic equipment workshop 
in Texas. 

She said one of the main 
benefits was that clients now 
could physically see what their 
results were.

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New studies shows cholesterol 
and cancer may be related 

Can high cholesterol and cancer be related? 
Some recent studies say, "yes." 




ost people 
associate 
cholesterol 
witli elevated 
risk for stroke 
and heart 
attacks. However, research indi- 
cates tliere also may be a correla- 
tion between cholesterol and can- 
cer, most notably prostate and 
breast cancers. In fact, lowering 
cholesterol levels may reduce your 
risk for some cancers. 

A team from Boston 
Children's Hospital conducted a 
study where mice were injected 
human prostate cancer cells. They 
allowed tlie cancer to grow. Wiien 
the animals were fed high choles- 
terol diets, cholesterol was found 
to accumulate in the outer mem- 
branes of tumor cells. Wliile the 
increased cholesterol didn't cause 
new cancers to form, she weeks 
after tlie initial injection, tlie mice 
on tlie liigh-cholesterol diets had 
twice as many prostate cancer 
tumors as animals on ordinary 
diets. Plus, the tumors were larger 
in size. 

In related news, women who 
, suffer from breast cancer may find 
hope from standard cholesterol 
treatments. Denise Boudreau, 
PhD, a research associate at 
Seattle's Group Health 
Cooperative, found that statin 
medications typically prescribed 
for cholesterol may actually help 



to prevent breast cancer risk in 
postmenopausal women. 

Contrary to prior belief, statin 
use didn't increase breast cancer 
risk in her research subjects. The 
women who used statins for more, 
dian five years had 30 percent 
fewer incidences of breast can- 
certhan tliose who never used die 
drugs. 

Despite dieir benefits, many 
people are reluctant to use statins 
because of their apparent danger- 
ous side effects. 

The most common side 
effects of stadns are muscle pain 
and weakness, a condition called 
rhabdomyolysis, most likely due 
to the depletion of Co-QIO, a 
nutrient that supports muscle 
function. Some statins users 
develop pain immediately after 
beginning treatment, or tiie pain 
can surface months or years later. 
The pain can become so severe 
diat trouble walking or falls are 
common. In addition, statins can 
cause liver damage or failure, or 
can lead to memory loss. 

There is reason to argue, how- 
ever, that other cholesterol-lower- 
ing programs actually may be 
effective in preventing or control- 
ling some sorts of cancers, since it 
seems cholesterol feeds cancer 
tumors. Wliile research is still 
being conducted on tliis subject, 
there are steps a person can take 
now to improve tiieir general

40s 

This transitional time of life 
can be a roller coaster of emo- 
tions.

Eat a variety of foods, including: 

•Vegetables, especially dark-green leafy and deep-yellow vegetables, such as spinach 
or carrots, and legumes, such as lima beans or green peas. 

• Fruits, such as melons, berries, and citrus fruits, or juices, such as orange or grape- 
fruit. 

• Meal, poultry, eggs, fish, and dried beans (for example, navy, kidney, or black), 
especially products low in fat, such as lean meat and poultry prepared wiUiout skin.

Who is at risk 
for glaucoma? 

Everyone is at risk for glau- 
coma, but certain groups run 
higher risks than others. These 
include: 

•African-Americans: 
Glaucoma is the leading cause 
of blindness among African- 
Americans. It is six to. eight 
times more common in 
African- Americans than in 
Caucasians. 

• People over 60: Glaucoma 
is much more common among 
older adults. People over the 
age of 60 are six times more 
likely to get glaucoma than 
those under 60. 

• Family members: The most 
common type of glaucoma, 
known as primary open angle 
glaucoma, is hereditary. If 
members of your immediate 
family have that type of glau- 
coma, you are at a much high- 
er risk than the rest of the 
population. Family history 
increases a person's risk of 
glaucoma by four to nine 
times, 

• Eye injury: Injury to the 
eye may cause secondary open 
angle glaucoma.
